La- 
wilrtlur named It oxygen—literaliy the 
acid maker—and in so doing perpet¬ 
uated an error, mays London Express. 

14 la not oxygen that fa the essen¬ 
tial element in the formation of 
ftrick, but hydrogen, so called be¬ 
cause it helps to form water. The

the designations; for oxygen consti¬ 
tute* the great bulk of water, and 
hydrogen is a constituent of ail acid*.
